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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

OCTOBER  6th,  1924 


Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby  instructed 
to  contract  with  some  one  to  ring  the  bell  for  town  purposes, 
to  open  and  close  the  graves,  and  to  make  the  necessary  graves 
for  the  town,  and  to  clean  the  grounds  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
burying  ground  committee. 

Voted — That  hereafter  the  upkeep  and  care  of  our  Public 
Cemetery  be  assumed  by  our  Selectmen,  with  power  to  draw 
upon  our  Town  Treasurer  for  a  sufficient  sum  for  its  proper 
maintenance. 

Voted — That  the  Collector  of  Taxes  be  allowed  a  discount 
of  six  per  cent  for  collecting  the  taxes,  provided  he  collect  and 
pay  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  one  half  of  said  taxes  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  May  1925,  and  the  remaining  one  half  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  September  1925,  on  condition  that  he 
allow  a  discount  of  four  per  cent  to  all  persons  who  may  pay 
one  half  of  their  taxes  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  April  1925, 
and  the  remaining  half  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  July  1925. 

Voted — That  an  appropriation  of  thirty  dollars  be  made 
and  paid  from  the  Town  Treasury  as  a  compensation  to  Chaun- 
cey  H.  Kelsey  for  winding  and  caring  for  the  Town  Clock. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  borrow  such  an  amount  of  money  as  may  seem  to  them 
necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  town,  on  the  credit  of 
the  town,  and  to  give  the  note  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor. 

Voted — That  the  sum  of  $40.00  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  Veteran  Association  of  the  town  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  in  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Voted — That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  funds  of  the  town  to  the  Henry  C.  Hull 
Public  Library  Association,  for  the  purposes  of  said  Library. 
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Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  appoint  two  shellfish  constables  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

Voted — That  the  question  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  per- 
sons working  for  the  town  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Se- 
lectmen. 

Voted — That  George  E.  Eliot  be  and  he  is  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Clinton  Welfare  Bureau,  and  that  the  items  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  said  Bureau  be  reported  at* the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Voted — That  when  this  meeting  adjourns  it  adjourn  to 
the  first  Monday  in  March  1925. 

Voted — That  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  be  and  it  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  each  grave,  and 
all  graves  to  be  lined  with  green  canvas. 

Voted — That  Sunday  sports  be  approved  for  the  ensuing 
year  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  enforce  the  ex- 
fsting  laws  in  respect  to  taking  Clams,  and  proper  measures 
be  provided  covering  this  subject. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  and  Constables  of  the  town 
of  Clinton  are  directed  to  use  every  means  within  their  power  to 
enforce  the  Motor  Vehicle  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
especially  the  one  which  refers  to  parking  of  autos  on  public 
streets  and  highways.  Furthermore  the  Selectmen  are  direct- 
ed to  formulate,  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing the  speed,  and  parking  of  automobiles  within  the  town  of 
Clinton,  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  interest  of  public  safety, 
and  which  are  not  now  covered  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Clinton  are 
authorized  to  purchase  a  Penfield-Hatfield  road  scraper  with 
all  necessary  attachments  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
$1,800. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
construct  a  concrete  sidewalk  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Com- 
merce Street,  from  a  point  near  the  residence  of  Charles  B. 
Hull  to  a  point  near  the  residence  of  Julia  J.  Hull. 
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Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
construct  a  concrete  sidewalk  on  Grove  Street,  extending  from 
Pratt  Avenue  1,000  feet  Southerly. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  install  and  main- 
tain an  electric  street  light  on  East  Main  Street,  substantially 
in  front  of  the  residence  of  Howard  G.  Pierson. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  install,  and 
maintain  one  or  more  street  lights  on  the  Nod  Road.    . 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
install,  and  maintain  electric  street  lights  on  Blake  Avenue. 

Voted — That  the  Town  of  Clinton  provide,  and  maintain 
street  lights  at  the  following  places:  One  at  Dibbell's  Woods 
Trolley  Station,  one  half  way  on  Meadow  road  leading  to  Grove 
Beach,  and  one  opposite  residence  of  W.  B.  Olmstead.  Said 
lights  to  be  maintained  the  entire  year. 

Voted — That  the  Town  of  Clinton  furnish  street  lights  for 
such  part  of  Grove  Beach  as  lies  in  said  town  from  May  1st,  to 
November  1st. 

Voted — That  Leffingweir  Road  be  accepted  as  one  of  the 
public  highways  of  the  Town  of  Clinton,  as  soon  as  proper  legal 
steps  have  been  taken  to  vest  the  same  in  the  town,  as  a  legal 
highway. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  confer  with  the 
tenants  of  the  Town  Hall  Building  with  respect  to  enlarging 
the  kitchen  in  the  same,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

Adjourned  Town  Meeting,  March  2d,  1925 

Voted — That  a  tax  of  fourteen  mills  on  the  dollar  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  directed  to  be  laid  on  the  list  last  made  and 
completed  to  pay  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  town,  expenses 
of  schools,  and  other  expenses  of  the  town,  one  half  of  said  tax 
to  be  due  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1925,  and  the  remaining  half 
to  be  due  on  the  6th  day  of  July  1925. 

Voted — That  the  vote  in  force  in  this  town  that  all  graves 
be  opened,  and  closed  at  public  expense  be  rescinded. 

Voted — That  all  automobile  parking  on  Post  Office  Square 
shall  be  head  on,  facing  the  West  side  of  the  street. 


Special  Town  Meeting,  May  14th,  1925 

Voted — Whereas,  questions  have  arisen  between  the  town 
of  Clinton  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  George  M.  Beck- 
with,  as  to  the  title  and  ownership  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  in 
the  town  of  Clinton,  more  particularly  described  in  a  certain 
deed  from  Mary  Kokojan  and  Joseph  Kokojan  to  said  George 
M.  Beckwith,  dated  January  2d,  1906,  and  to  be  found  recorded 
in  the  Clinton  Land  Records,  Vol.  14  page  234. 

Now  therefore,  in  order  to  preserve  the  rights  of  the  pub- 
lic, and  of  the  town  of  Clinton  in  said  premises,  and  to  make  an 
amicable  adjustment  of  all  questions  as  to  the  title  or  owner- 
ship of  said  land  for  all  time : — -Be  it  Voted. 

That  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Clinton  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  in  behalf  of  the  public,  and  of  the 
town  of  Clinton,  to  receive  and  accept  a  Quit-Claim  deed  of 
said  premises,  from  said  George  M.  Beckwith  reserving  to  said 
George  M.  Beckwith  for  his  own  use  only,  the  privilege  of  main- 
taining the  present  building  in  its  present  location  on  said 
premises  during  his  natural  life,  and  provided  further  that  said 
building  shall  upon  the  death  of  said  George  M.  Beckwith  (un- 
less sooner  removed)  become  the  property  of  the  town  of  Clin- 
ton, and  all  title  claimed  or  pretended  to  said  land  and  build- 
ing of  said  George  M.  Beckwith,  his  heirs  or  assigns  shall  there- 
upon cease. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Clinton,  Conn., 
are  instructed  to  formulate  necessary  specifications,  and  ob- 
tain proposals  from  three  or  more  contractors  for  paving 
with  concrete  that  portion  of  High  Street  known  as  Post  Office 
Square,  and  to  report  the  result  of  their  inquiries  at  the  next 
Town  Meeting. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  lay  a  new  con- 
crete sidewalk  four  feet  wide  from  High  Street  to  John  Street 
on  the  North  side  of  Central  Ave.,  and  from  High  Street  as  far 
as  the  cobble  driveway,  on  the  South  side  of  Central  Ave.,  and 
to  make  such  other  repairs  as  may  be  necessary  to  conform 
with  said  walks. 

Voted — That  the  Representative  from  this  town,  and  the 
Senator  from  the  34th  Senatorial  District,  be  requested  to  op- 
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pose  the  granting  of  water  rights  in  the  Hammonassett  water 
shed,  to  the  New  Haven  Water  Company  before  the  Connecticut 
Legislature. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  of  the  town,  and  John  L.  Eliot, 
George  S.  Hull,  S.  Burdette  Reed,  Sturges  G.  Redfield,  R. 
Bruce  Lively,  David  A.  Fox,  Jonathan  E.  Bliss,  and  Edward  T. 
Mathison  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  oppose  before  the  Legis- 
lative Committee,  the  granting  of  Water  Rights  in  the  Ham- 
monassett Water  Shed  to  the  New  Haven  Water  Company. 
Special  Town  Meeting,  June  9th,  1925 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized,  and  empowered 
to  contract  for  concreting  Post-office  Square,  in  the  shortest 
possible  price,  the  same  to  be  completed  in  30  days  from  the 
time  of  signing  contracts.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Clinton. 
Gentlemen  ■ — 

Whereas  the  law  requires  me  to  make  an  annual  report  of 
my  doings  for  the  past  year  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the 
County  Health  Officer  and  to  the  town  of  Clinton,  the  follow- 
ing is  respectfully  submitted. 

There  have  been  many  cases  of  whooping  cough  this  year 
of  which  many  could  have  been  avoided  had  proper  steps  been 
taken  to  report  same  to  your  Health  Officer  and  the  children 
been  kept  from  school  and  off  the  streets.  Unfortunately  too 
often  the  cases  are  not  reported  until  many  days  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  disease  during  which  time  infection  occurs.  An 
attempt  has  been  made  to  compel  those  using  the  dumping 
ground  for  rubbish  at  the  junction  of  Prospect  Hill  Road  with 
North  High  street  to  level  off  refuse  as  fast  as  dumped  and 
to  refrain  from  dumping  animal  or  vegetable  matter  there. 
This  spot  has  become  an  eye  sore  and  foul  smelling  to  those 
using  these  roads. 

Infection  of  the  rules,  as  posted  by  the  Selectmen,  if  re- 
ported to  me  will  be  prosecuted. 

The  schools  have  been  found  in  good  condition.
